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PERSPECTIVE 


T^  his  summer  my  wife  Carol 
and  I  had  the  privilege  of 
hosting  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Col- 
lege alumni  trip  to  Europe.  The 
group  spent  considerable  time  visiting 
great  cathedrals  from  Cologne  Ger- 
many's Dom  to  Notre  Dame  in  Paris. 
One  of  the  wonders  of  their  Gothic 
architecture  is  the  elaborate  system 
of  supports. 

These  cathedrals  represent  a  tremen- 
dous engineering  feat  for  their  time: 
how  to  have  thin,  very  high  walls  of  stone  with  large  win- 
dows in  them  but  no  steel  to  hold  them  up.  Inside  the 
cathedrals  stand  tall,  relatively  thin  stone  columns  that 
connect  to  ceiling  vaulting.  Outside  the  cathedrals,  to  keep 
the  walls  from  being  pushed  outward,  stand  great  stone 
buttresses. 

Unless  you  know  to  look  for  this  support  system,  you 
might  see  all  the  columns,  vaults  and  buttresses  as  simply 
part  of  the  decorative  work. 

That's  very  much  the  case  with  Lenoir-Rhyne  College !  So 
many  beautiful  things  happen  here  as  students  grow  and 
develop  and  graduate  and  go  into  the  world  to  serve.  The 
College  makes  strides  in  quality  and  programming.  The 
College's  contributions  to  the  community  and  the  Church 
continue  to  grow.  Yet  we  cannot  look  at  all  these  wonder- 
ful things  and  fail  to  take  note  of  the  elaborate  support  sys- 
tem that  makes  it  all  possible. 

That  is  why  a  large  part  of  our  annual  report  focuses 
on  recognition  of  donors.  Without  those  of  you  who  give 
so  generously  of  your  time,  energy,  goodwill,  financial 
resources  and  prayer,  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  could  not  and 
would  not  be  the  excellent  institution  it  is.  On  behalf  of  all 
this  community,  a  heartfelt  and  hearty  "Thanks!" 

The  growth,  strength  and  contributions  you  have  support- 
ed have  been  extensive  this  year.  In  Fall  1997  we  wel- 
comed a  record-size  class  of  new  students.  Some  of  them 
were  part  of  the  first  class  of  our  new  Master's  in  Business 
Administration — a  program  designed  in  consultation  with 
area  corporate  leaders  through  the  work  of  Dr.  George 
Glisan,  holder  of  the  endowed  Alex  Lee  Professorship. 

Foundations  awarded  the  College  significant  grants  during 
the  past  year,  validating  the  quality  of  our  programs.  The 
Cannon  Trusts  supported  new  equipment  to  totally  renovate 
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the  language  lab.  The  Kate  B.  Reynolds 
Charitable  Trust  awarded  $150,000  for 
expansion  of  our  Occupational  Therapy 
Program,  including  creating  school  clin- 
ics to  meet  the  needs  of  underserved 
children. 

In  the  area  of  the  arts,  our  visiting 
writers  series  "In  Their  Own  Words" 
celebrated  its  10th  anniversary  with  an 
exceptional  slate  of  presenters.  Our 
new  Sacred  Music  program  continues 
to  garner  rave  reviews  through  con- 
ducting educational  hymn  festivals  in  churches  and  synod 
assemblies  throughout  the  Southeast,  including  perform- 
ing to  a  full-house  in  Duke  University  Chapel. 

Our  faculty  and  students  continue  to  collect  recognitions 
and  honors.  Dr.  Eileen  Parsons  of  our  Education  Depart- 
ment was  one  of  25  faculty  nationally  to  receive  a  presti- 
gious Ford  Foundation  Fellowship  in  support  of  her  doing 
full-time  research  this  year.  Graduating  Student  Govern- 
ment Association  President  Kristen  Pettis  received  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America's  Torrison  Schol- 
arship for  her  medical  school  expenses. 

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  was  awarded  A  Good  Work!  Award 
by  the  national  Critical  Comparisons  of  American  Colleges 
and  Universities  for  providing  students  an  unusually  good 
value  for  the  cost. 

There  are  many  other  impressive  accomplishments  I  could 
note,  though  none  compares  with  the  fact  that  hundreds  of 
young  men  and  women  are  growing  and  developing  intel- 
lectually, spiritually,  socially,  physically  and  aesthetically  as 
part  of  the  College's  integrated  approach  to  education. 

None  of  this  would  be  possible  without  your  being  a  part 
of  our  supporting  structure.  This  year  you  helped  us  set 
records  in  giving.  To  continue  this  level  of  excellence,  the 
need  for  your  gifts  will  only  continue  to  grow.  Like  those 
of  the  great  cathedrals  that  have  stood  for  centuries,  we 
have  faith  that  you,  our  support  system,  will  continue  to 
be  there  in  the  coming  years.

Academics 

Fixed  tuition  was  announced  Nov. 
24,  1997.  To  help  parents  plan 
their  children's  education,  the  board 
of  trustees  voted  to  limit  tuition  rises 
to  no  more  than  three  percent  per 
year  for  four  years,  beginning  with 
the  1998-99  academic  year.  The  plan 
is  believed  to  be  unique  in  the  nation. 

The  board  of  trustees  approved 
degree  status  for  a  new  major,  Outdoor 
Ministry  -  officially  termed  Outdoor 
Personal  and  Spiritual  Development. 
The  major  is  designed  for  students 
planning  careers  as  camp  directors  or 
those  who  want  to  work  in  residential 
settings  for  children  and  adults. 

Art  and  Communication/Theatre 
Arts  will  split  into  two  separate 
departments,  with  Dr.  Bill  Richter 
appointed  chair  of  the  Communica- 
tion/Theatre Art  Department,  and  Dr. 
Robert  Winter  appointed  chair  of  the 
Art  Department,  effective  1998-99 
academic  year. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  faculty 
announced  that  100  percent  of  their 
first  graduating  class  passed  the 
National  Certification  Exam  for  Occu- 
pational Therapists.  The  test,  given  in 
September,  is  known  for  its  difficulty.

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Vice    Presidenp   and   Treasurer's    Report 


Dear  Alumni,  Parents 
and  Friends— 


Tlhe  College  ended  the  1997-98  fiscal  year  stronger 
than  ever.  The  operating  budget  of  the  institution 
showed  a  healthy  surplus  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
year,  the  endowment  fund  grew  to  S38  million  and  total 
assets  reached  an  all-time  high  of  $57.4  million. 

Statement   of   Activities 

Unrestricted  revenue  increased  14.3%  from  the  previous 
year,  while  expenses  increased  only  7.7%.  The  areas  with  the 
largest  percentage  increases  from  revenue  components  were 
investment  income  and  contributions  to  the  Annual  Fund. 
Net  income  from  auxiliary  enterprises  (residence  halls,  food 
service,  bookstore  and  student  center)  reached  approximately 
$1.1  million. 


Endowment 

The  market  value  of  the  endowment  investment  assets  grew 

to  $32.2  million.  Restricted  gifts  amounted  to  $1.2  million. 

Total  return  on  investments  was  25.9%  versus  24.5%  in 

1996-97. 

Facilities 

During  1997-98  the  campus  fiber-optic  network  was 
completed.  The  administration  is  currently  planning  major 
upgrades  to  existing  residence  halls.  A  number  of  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  Rhyne  Building,  including 
the  enhancement  of  the  language  lab  and  the  renovation  of 
many  of  the  classrooms  with  new  carpeting  and  furnishings.

Highlights  of 
International  Studies 

T'  he  College's  strategic  plan  Objective  3-3,  to  increase 
students  studying  abroad  by  20%  by  the  year  2002, 
was  achieved  five  years  ahead  of  schedule. 

During  Fall  1997,  six  students  participated  in  the  Har- 
laxton  Program  and  12  additional  students  were  involved 
in  other  programs.  Four  of  these  students  participated  in 
the  College  Consortium  of  International  Studies  (CCIS)  and 
Central  College  of  Pella,  Iowa,  programs,  traveling  to  Lon- 
don and  Rome. 

During  Spring  1998,  seven  students  studied  abroad  in 
the  cities  of  Leiden,  The  Netherlands;  Aix-en-Provence, 
France;  London  and  Wakefield,  England;  Rome  and  Seville, 
Spain. 

Dr.  Lawrence  B.  Smith,  director  of  international  studies, 
credits  this  increase  to  effective  promotion  of  international 
study  options  and  an  increasing  student  interest  in  more 
active  participation  involving  internships  and  regular  con- 
tact with  residents  of  these  countries  rather  than  a  tourist 
experience.

Guidelines    For    Establishing    Endowed    Funds 

1.  Named  funds  for  any  approved  purpose  may  be  established 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  with  a  minimum  of  $10,000. 
Pledges  may  be  fulfilled  at  the  donor's  convenience  any 
time  over  a  three-year  period. 

2.  The  amount  of  revenue  earned  by  a  named  fund  is  deter- 
mined by  the  overall  earnings  of  the  college's  pooled  funds. 

3.  Normally,  earnings  are  used  annually  as  they  accrue. 

4.  Additional  gifts  may  be  added  to  the  fund  at  any  time 
through  current  or  deferred  gifts  such  as  will  provisions. 

5.  Recipients  for  scholarship  funds  are  selected  by  the  Office 
of  Financial  Aid  using  the  government-approved  financial 
aid  information.  Academic  departments  and  other  resources 
may  be  used  as  appropriate  in  the  selection  process. 

6.  The  named  fund  will  be  listed  in  a  college  publication 
that  provides  descriptions  and  awarding  guidelines  of  all 
college  endowed  funds. 

7.  Funds  that  are  not  raised  to  the  S  10,000  level  within 
the  agreed  upon  time  frame  are  to  revert  to  the  general 
endowment.
